Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 , 8, and 15, the prior art reference to Bertram (US 2002/0064177) 
teaches forming and processing an incoming transport stream, such that data can 
be inserted or deleted from the stream. The prior art reference to Pinder (6219358) 
teaches wherein a packet handler extracts information from an incoming bit stream 
and determines the available capacity for insertion of data into that bit stream. The 
packet handler then inserts data into that bit stream to form an outgoing bit stream. 
The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest that using insertion capacity 
information from one incoming bit stream to estimate the insertion capacity, or 
frequency, of another incoming bit stream.
